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Tryon  Palace's  Fife  and  Drum  Corps  Marches  Forward

Through  its  many  pubHc  programs,  Tryon  Palace 
Historic  Sites  &  Gardens  brings  to  hfe  the  excitement 
and  color  of  North  Carolina's  colonial  past.  One  of 
its  most  visible  and  popular  programs  is  the  Tryon  Palace  Fife 
and  Drum  Corps. 

Fifers  and  drummers  were  an  important  part  of  the  18th- 
century  military.  The  high-pitched  sound  of  the  fife  made  it 
the  perfect  instrument  to  be  paired  with  the  drum  as  it  could 
be  heard  over  the  noise  of  battle.  These  instruments  were  an 
important  part  of  a  commander's  system  of  communication 
with  his  soldiers  on  the  battlefield  as  well  as  in  camp. 

The  sound  of  fifes  and  drums  was  heard  at  least  once  in 
colonial  New  Bern.  When  Royal  Governor  William  Tryon's 
force  marched  out  on  April  23,  1771  to  engage  the  Regulators 
at  Alamance,  they  were  accompanied  by  six  drums  and 
probably  a  similar  number  of  fifes.  The  fife  and  drum  corps 
was  such  an  integral  part  of  18th  century  military  life  that 
it  would  have  been  extremely  unusual  for  Tryon  not  to  have 
one.   Fifers  and  drummers  were  also  provided  for  in  the  North 
Carolina  Committee  of  Safety  in  1775,  with  New  Bern  as 
one  of  the  six  districts  providing  "Minute  Men  and  Militia." 
There  may  have  been  a  similar  corps  in  New  Bern  for  George 
Washington's  1791  visit. 

In  the  summer  of  2005,  Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  & 
Gardens  began  the  exciting  task  of  re-creating  a  colonial 
fife  and  drum  corps.  With  the  support  of  the  Tryon  Palace 
Council  of  Friends,  this  effort  has  proven  to  be  a  tremendous 
success.  The  Tryon  Palace  Corps  has  become  an  integral  part 
of  numerous  special  events  at  the  Palace  throughout  the  year, 
including  the  Fourth-of-July  celebration,  Stanly-Spaight  Duel 
re-enactment,  Christmas  Candlelights,  and  much  more.  Less

than  three  years  old,  the  corps  has  already  grown  tremendously 
in  skill  and  reputation,  and  is  just  beginning  what  may  be  its 
most  exciting  year  yet! 

This  January,  the  corps  traveled  to  Williamsburg,  Virginia  to 
participate  in  the  "January  Jam."  The  informal  event  featured 
members  from  many  prestigious  fife  and  drum  corps,  including 
Colonial  Williamsburg,  Yorktown,  and  the  Old  Guard,  who 
met  to  share  their  love  of  fife  and  drum  music.  As  a  result, 
the  Tryon  Palace  Corps  was  invited  to  perform  at  Colonial 
Williamsburg's  annual  Drummer's  Call  in  May,  an  invitation- 
only  event  featuring  corps  from  across  the  country.  This  will 
be  the  first  of  what  we  hope  to  be  many  performances  by  the 
Tryon  Palace  Fife  and  Drum  Corps  for  audiences  throughout 
the  nation. 

As  our  fife  and  drum  corps  continues  to  grow  and  develop, 
it  will  need  continuing  support.  Many  of  the  corps'  volunteer 
musicians  are  students  from  Craven  and  surrounding  counties- 
a  fact  which  necessitates  constant  efforts  to  recruit  the  next 
generation  of  members.  And,  as  growing  young  people,  they 
are  constantly  outgrowing  and  wearing  out  their  uniforms. 
Finally,  as  the  corps  gains  recognition,  and  opportunities  to 
travel  throughout  the  region  and  country  increase,  funding  for 
trips  will  be  an  increasing  need. 

Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens  is  very  proud  of  its  fife 
and  drum  corps,  the  volunteers  who  make  it  possible,  and  the 
prestige  it  brings  to  our  community.  We  invite  you  to  join  us 
with  your  support  for  this  impressive  and  entertaining  way  of 
bringing  history  to  life.

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How  Do  Our  Gardens  Grow?

Q:  Is  it  necessary  to  leave  the  foliage 
of  my  spring  bulbs  when  they  are  done 
blooming,  or  can  I  cut  them  to  the 
ground? 

A:  Do  not  cut  them!  It  is  important  to 
keep  foliage  on  any  perennial  bulb  until 
the  leaves  turn  yellow.  The  bulb  takes  in 
the  nutrients  from  the  foliage  and  stores 
them  for  a  larger,  much  healthier  bulb  to 
bloom  the  following  year.   Continuously 
cutting  the  leaves  too  early  will  produce 
weak  bulbs  with  spindly  foliage  and 
smaller  or  fewer  blooms. 

Try  braiding  the  foliage,  or  tying  them 
together,  low  to  the  ground.   Planting 
summer  annuals  around  them  will  also 
help  to  hide  the  unsightly  foliage  and 
give  you  an  early  start  on  your  summer 
garden. 

Q:  I  am  itching  to  start  planting  in 
my  garden.  When  is  it  safe  to  set  out 
flowers  and  vegetables? 

A:  In  early  spring  you  can  continue 
to  plant  cool  weather  flowers  such  as 
Pansies,  Dianthus,  Forget-Me-Nots,  and 
Snapdragons.  You  can  also  plant  cool 
season  vegetables  such  as  Cabbage,  Kale, 
Cauliflower,  and  Peas. 

Although  unlikely,  it  is  still  possible  to 


have  some  frosty  nights  in  the  New  Bern 
area  in  early  April.  It  is  safer  to  wait  until 
mid-  April  to  set  out  Tomatoes,  Peppers, 
Impatiens,  and  Begonias.  But  don't  wait 
too  long—  well  established  plants  have 
a  better  chance  to  survive  the  summer 
heat.  Planting  vegetables  early  will  also 
allow  you  to  grow  two  or  three  crops 
of  many  vegetables  such  as  cucumbers, 
squash,  and  beans. 
With  the  proper  plant  selection,  a 


little  preparation  and  good  timing  you 
can  have  a  beautiful  garden  even  in  the 
summer. 

You  will  find  a  wide  selection  of  plants 
at  our  Spring  Heritage  Plant  Sale 

9  a.m. -5  p.m.  Friday  and  Saturday,  April 
II  &  12,  2008.  Tulips  and  numerous 
cool  season  annuals  will  be  in  full  bloom.

History  on  the  Big  Screeen

Tuesday,  April  1:  Becoming  Jane  (2007).  Events  from  the  life  of  the  author  Jane 
Austen  (starring  Anne  Hathaway  in  the  title  role)  inspired  this  romantic  historical 
drama,  which  speculates  on  a  romance  that  may  have  had  a  significant  impact 
on  her  life  and  work.  When  twenty-year-old  Jane  meets  Tom  Lefroy  (James 
McAvoy),  a  young  man  her  own  age,  she's  intrigued.  As  Tom  begins  to  court 
Jane,  she  finds  herself  increasingly  attracted  to  this  poor  but  keenly  intelligent 
man,  though  she  soon  realizes  her  own  ideas  about  love  and  marriage  are 
sometimes  at  odds  with  the  conventions  of  the  society  in  which  she  lives. 

Tuesday,  May  6:  Ethan  Frame  (1992).  Ethan  Frome  is  an  adaptation  of  Edith 
Wharton's  1911  novella.  Set  in  Massachusetts  in  the  late- 19th  century,  the  film 
relates  the  sad  story  of  reclusive  farmer  Ethan  Frome  (Liam  Neeson).  Considering 
himself  too  homely  for  romance,  he  enters  into  a  loveless  marriage  with  the 
wealthy  but  spiteful  Zeena  (Joan  Allen).  Things  become  nearly  unendurable 
when  Zeena  becomes  an  invalid,  imperiously  demanding  her  husband's  attentions 
day  and  night.  Ethan  seeks  solace  in  an  affair  with  Zeena's  pretty  cousin,  Mattie 
Silver  (Patricia  Arquette),  who  has  arrived  to  act  as  housekeeper. 

Tuesday,  June  3:  Elizabeth,  The  Golden  Age  (2007)  -  Actress  Gate  Blanchett 
returns  to  her  Oscar-nominated  role  and  director  Shekhar  Kapur  steps  back  into 
the  director's  chair  for  this  belated  sequel  to  the  critically  acclaimed  1998  biopic 
Elizabeth  that  explores  the  1 6th  century  romance  between  the  "Virgin  Queen" 
and  noted  adventurer  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  (Clive  Owen).
